All of the former direct grant 
schools that opted for independence 
have now expressed, an interest in 
joining- the -Government’s contro- 
versial assisted places ■ scheme.

Teachers' leaders at. West Surrey 
College of Art arid Design in 
Parnhani, Surrey, want to meet the 
county's finance and general pur- 
poses committee to avert reduiUlnn- 
cies. 

The action follows a token half 
day protest strike when the National 
-Society for Art Education .led some 
400 staff and students in a silent 
march through the town. 

, Surrey County Council says the 
redundancies are essential to meet 
financial .cuts required by the 
Government. The saving could 
amount to a9 much as £150,000, 
depending on the posts 'that nr a 
axed. 

Trouble blew up when the local 
authority insisted that 21 of 10S 
staff at the college should go, 14 
of them this year. Mr Leonard 
-Stnppani, the principal of the col- 
;Ioeq, who is also a former president 
of the NSAE, says a cut of one-fifth 
In the college’s staff is too high to 
be enrried out at one go without 
damage to the course structure. 

He said ho had no intention of 
reducing the number of courses ; It 
would simply mean that the GOO 
sLudents would have fewer teachers 
and would have to work In larger 
groups. 

Discussions about redundancy 
have been going nu between, tlie 
, college unions and the Surrey 
County Council for several years 
and a voluntary staff redundancy 
plan has been in operation Hi rough 
that period. - 

The council felt Hie business was 
- proceeding tho slowly ■ and it 
, decided to speed riio process with 
; art ultimatum last autumn. The 
unions complained they had not 
i been consulted about this.

The National Gypsy Education 
Council fa urging Mr Mark Carlisle, 
the Education Secretary, to save a 
mobile school service for gypsy 
children which Somerset education 
authority plans to close on. April 1 
to save £6.000. 

It has asked Mr Carlisle to 
reverse the decision under section 
99 of the 1944 Education Act which 
allows tho Education Secretary to 
step in if ho considers the l.e.a. 
has acted improperly or illegally. 

Dr T. A. Acton, the council's 
secretary, in a letter to the ministar, 
said : "The mobile families educa- 
tion service was a bridge to 
ordinary schooling for gypsy chil- 
dren; now that bridge is to he blown 
up, with some children wJIl on it 
and still more yet on the further 
bank." 

The service comprised three 
teachers— two are being redeployed 
and one has taken early retirement 
—and two mobile vans which pro- 
vide nursery classes and support 
for the children wlion they want to 
primary school.

Lone protest becomes union test case

It is now 10 weeks since Mrs Eileen 
Crosbie, a 36-y ear-old Nottingham- 
stiirc nursery teacher, decided to 
refuse to teach her class of 40 dill* 
dren — and was Immediately sus- 
pended from duty by the l.e.n.

Party (1938). Within and without 
the party we have democracy. We 
didn't know fascist dictatorship all 
this dme. 

"They put on my hend such 
capitalist crimes as were attributed 
to Liti 8haoqi. We are very excited 
to sco that Liu has just now boon 
rehabilitated as a ‘ great Mnrxisr- 
Lenlnlst 1 . During the Cultural 
Revolution many codi'es suffered the 
same, some more sevdrely than I— 
some were even tortured to death. I 
am one of the survivors. I was forced 
to at aqd. with my hoad bowed and to 
receive criticism from morning to 
night, I was severely bullied and 
beaten.” 

" Are those who did this still 
here?” he was asked. 

“ Yes, they arc.” 

"How do yoit menage this situa- 
tion?” 

“ Most are still our comrades. 
What they did was due ta their 
confusion. They have roalized they 
are mistaken. We must concentrate 
our hatred on the Gang of Four. 
Our policy is now to look forward,

The position of the Lop doctors 


illustrates a general problem for a 
developing country: they have to 
beloag to an international medical 
fraternity — attend world con- 
ferences, read papers, etc. They are 
irredeemably 11 Intellectual ” and 
have very little in common with the 
peasants or fcha Industrial prole* 
lariat. Not only do thoy develop 
tastes which are 11 1-matched to 
subsistence wages ; thoy need lei* 
sure, and cultural enrichment, to 
keep their place in a world-wide 
meaicnl community. 

Top doctors cun eavn the first 
class professor’s salary of 340 yuan 
a month, noarly six times the 
average wage, and elght-and-a-half 
times the minimum wage. Inequality 
on this scale is difficult ta recon* 
die with Mao's rhetoric, but essen- 
tial if doctors are to he doctors in 
the sense understood elsewhere In 
the world. Mao tried to get round 
this by stirring up revolutionary 
fervour among the secondary school 
children and university students- 
He managed to humiliate the pri- 
vileged intellectuals but In so doing

If Mr Ridley -is unfamiliar with negroes, 
tho Elizabethan audience was even less 
familiar, but, like him, they had very pro- 
nounced, phobic notions of what a black 
man was.

The idea has often been canvassed 
that what the wurld requires is a 
collection of small hooka about 
grem men. Muny such a series hns 
been produced and some must have 
been successful and influential. But 
there lias always heen a suspicion 
that shortness would necessarily go 
hand in hand with ovei-simpl if ela- 
tion and with a certain cheapening 
of the. subject. 

. There .should be no such appre- 
hensions about a new series edited 
by Keith Thomas (surely the next 
Regius Professor of History at 
Oxford ?>• devuied to leading 
intellectual figures of the past. The 
first six of this collection, which is . 
entitled Past Masters , have been 
published and they, and those that 
are announced as forthcoming, are 
immediately attfactive. Each 
volume is a hundred pages long or 
less; each is written by a well- 
known aurhor; and if the general 
editor has not established a fixed 
pattern for every volume, he has 
succeeded in persuading his contri- 
butors to write clearly and directly, 
without distorting their subject- 
matter Into a " Teach yourself great 
thoughts” approach. 

. It is probably inevitable that one 
should turn immediately to two of 
the six : Jesus, by Humphrey Carpen- 
ter and Marx, by Peter Singer. The 
first is not written by a theologian 
and .obviously presents many par- 
ticular difficulties.

Underestimated technology 

BERNARD WILLIAMS introduces special pages on microforms 


In twain ow and commerce micio- 
iornis me of ion considered lo 1» a 
• race s<inihproof medium because the 
microfilm industry is said lo do well 
when organizations are seeking to 
economize on space, filing equip* 
mem, paper and clerical staff. 
Whether this view was equally valid 
for education is perhaps conjectural 
— using microforms in a teaching 
environment, for example, is often 
associated with small groups which 
could make significant call* on 
teaching hours. It is, however, un- 
dutibteilly truo that, in spite of 
the fashionable emphasis on elec- 
tronic media, microforms remain 
the only practical and 'economic 
■ non-print medium for rho bulk of 
documentary educational material. 

Rut microforms in education are 

- not exclusively limited to imme- 
diate teaching purposes — thore are

' The facility to record and dupli- 
cate large quantities of material for 
, specialized purposes remains a 
{major — and virtually unique — attr- 
ibute of microforms. Although L«i- 
jeestershire created their own 
packages of material it is wogthi 


remembering that masses of - ori- 
ginal material are pre-recorded onto 
film or f idle by mlcrnpiiblishers 
or libraries (bain The Times and 
the education at Supplement are 
available on 35inm roll film for 
example — the foinier from 1785 
.and the latter from 1910). It is 
well worth trying local libraries 
therefore when devising projects 
/or students. 

Second, microforms are playing 
an increasingly important role in 
offices and drawing offices and 
libraries ss a medium for corres- 
pondence, invoices, personnel 
records, technical drawings, maps, 
plans, books, journals, catalogues 
and other materiel. A good case 
can therefore be made for familiar- 
ising students with a medium which 
they are increasingly likely to en- 
counter in further education and 
during their careers. 

Third, microforms are coining 
into increasing use in educational 
administration. Student records at 
the Open University for example are 
stored in updatable microfilm 
jackets (a medium very similar to 
microfiche). On a smaller scale the 
Hertfordshire College of Further 
Education at Wall Hall Uses a 
simple system for recording records 
on 16mm roll film. 

The technology itself continues to 
develop quite rapidly and the 
market for microform systems ja ex* 

S anding at a healthy annual rate. 

: the technology was perhaps over- 
sold. in the early days, there is, with 
the present pre-occupation with 
microchips, a tendency to under- 
estimate the role of microforms in 
the future. In the Just 10 years micro- 
forms have adapted rapidly to mod- 
ern technology — indeed computer 
output microfilm (COM) is one of 
the major growth points in the In- 
dustry. Thorp are sound reasons for 
believing that microforms will find 
themselves a credible role in the 

technology which provides computer- 
output microfilm is being adopted

The industry has responded at two 
levels: Firstly, by making rite con- 
ventional silver technology much 
easier using pre-packed sachets of 
chemicals m simple push button 
camera processors some of which 
soil for less than £4,000 ; Secondly 
by introducing radically new tech- 
nology. Dry silver film, which is 
developed simply by the application 
of hear, is now used both for 
computer output and document 
recording — in the former case the 
image is "written 1 * onto the film 
using a laser. 

Xerography (the technology which 
caused a veritable explosion in 
photocopying during the 1960s and 
early 70s) is now being used on 
equipment sold by a GEC subsidiary 
for producing instant updateable 
micraldhe on a piece of equipment 
which looks largely indistinguish- 
able from an office copier. One of 
the large American companies is 
thought to be on the verge of Intro- 
ducing another updateable micro- 
fiche recorder using thermoplastic 
materials. Both of these now 
developments provide simple " push- 
button 11 recording which, is far 
removed from the photographic 
mystique associated with many con- 
ventional micro recording systems. 
An added boost to their develop- 
ment has been given recently with 
the massive increases in the cost of 
silver in all forma. 

• Unless ■ archival storage la a 
requirement silver has long since 
■given way to newer materials for 
film or ficho duplication. Most film 
or ficho ore now duplicated onto 
diazo or vesicular materials. Both

prices in the £2,000 to £7,000 range. 
Typical of equipment at the lower 
end of the laiige is Uie ingenious 
British-made “ Flchette ” micro- 
fiche render which is small enough 
to be carried in a satchel or brief- 
case and which can be powered 
from the mains or a 12-volt supply 
or from an integral power pock. 

Meet microfiche readers, however, 
are tabletop devices with front or 
roar projection screens (the former 
are more acceptable for continuous 
use, the latter for quick look-up). 
The average price for such egtup- 
ment is probably about £lo0 — 
according to consultant Gerald 
Baker the prices during tile past 
five years have risen less than the 
rate of inflation which suggests 
that the unit costs are benefiting 
from the expanding market— -good 
news for users. 

In ■ situations where fast, 
secure access to information is 
the prime need keyboard or 
computer-controlled readers are 
now in quite widespread use — the 
Daily Mirror group, Is for example, 
commissioning nt the moment a 
computer-controlled microfiche 
retrieval system to provide access 
to its press clippings library. 

l%e question of reading from 
displays is receiving closer atten- 
tion meanly doe to the sharply 
increasing use of electronic ana 
optical displays In offices and 
1 libraries. In both coses the myth 
of “eye-strain 11 or other health 
problems arising directly from the 
use of displays has consistently 
been dispelled. It is, however, (rue 
that careful attention is needed to 
ergonomic problems. Most (but not 
all) microform systems continue to 
use optical displays. In general 
for demanding reading situations 
(for example study use over pro- 
longed periods) screens located In 
a more or less horizontal plane

Access is also enhanced by the 
ability to update active records sys- 
tems. At one time it was impossible 
add images to film once it had keen 
developed. Nowadays, using Kaitmr 
and transparent electrophotographic 
film, images can be added up to 25 
years from the original exposure of 
the first page. The more conven- 
tional method Is to film documents 
on to 16mm film, cut die film into 
strips, and Insert them into irans- 
-parem jackets as five strips of 12 
to 14 frames each. The jackets can 
then be handled in the sume way as 
ordinary microfiche. 

Despito all the possibilities of 
microforms, many problems still re- 
main. These oati be classified ns 
bibliographical, physical and techni- 
cal. 

Most educational users do not have 
in-house production of their own 
materials. They, cannot purchase, a 
system meeting all their require- 
ments. Libraries in particular Imve 
this problem. They purchase what- 
ever materials are published while, 
perhaps, also filming some of their 


catalogues in COM form. Thus, 
they will need to discover what is 
available and . acquire tlie appro- 
priate hardware with which to read 
it. 

Thore is no national blbliogranliy 
of microforms in the United King- 
dom. Wc have no legal deposit re- 
quirements and no equivalent of the 
United States National Register of 
Microform Masters from which a 


• . .,i . I. 


lutinnal bibliography can be pro- 
duced. It is to be hoped that forth- 
coming copyright legislation and the 
efforts of the British Library in 
act oiup ting to cover the audio-visual 
field can be married to cope with 
this problem. At present it Is 
necessary to scan many catalogues 
from Individual publishers and 
organisations. Rome estimate that 
there are about 600 distributors. 
Ideally, one needs t-o be able 
to discover from a single 
source tlie availability of any ' 
title or material on any subject re- 
gardless of its format. There is, as 
yet, no equivalent in the audio- 
visual 'micro form field of the 
British National Bibliography. 

Soveral of the larger microfilm 
publishers will chock u library's list 
of periodical holdings and inform 
the librarian of those titles avail- 
able in microfilm. Having dis- 
covered wliut is available, the user 
is often surprised by thu relatively 
small difference between tlie price 
of the full-soted printed original and 
the microfiche/rilni edition. Where 
both are available simultaneously It , 
is possible to regard one form as 
the loan copy aim ratal p tlie other 
for reforence/prescrvatlon purposes. 
However, adopting such a policy for ■ 
many journals could be unaccept- 
ably expensive. Readers tend to 
expect the microform version to 
have a considerably , lower cost 
than the printed version. Unfor- 
tunately, the economics of publish- 
ing are such :'iat a lurp.e price 
differentia' is seldom possible. 

Microform production depends'on 


could jeopardise the existence of 
'"the latter. Further difficulties arise 
where the microform version is' not 
published simultaneously with die 
printed copy, but awaits completion 
of annual volumes. 

Physical access presents anoUer 
- problem. For vary small or very 
large collections of microforms 
separate storage in specially 
designed cubinels may be advisable. 


However, microforms housed apart 
from die main sequence of books 
and periodicals ran bo relatively 
neglected. Separate storage may 
offer hotter control, protection and 
security at die expense of use. It • 
also presents file user with multiple 
sequences. One solution Is to inte- 
grate non-prinied itoms with books 
on die shelves.

PUSHING BACK BOUNDARIES 

By Graham Vulliamy 


In the past 30 years there have been 
exciting developments in music 
education in Britain. Much of the 
credit must go to the Schools 
Council "Music in the Secondary 
School Curriculum ” project with 
Ins recognition of the importance of 
practical " creative" mu?lc?inaking. 

This emphasized the yital part 
music can play in the general edu- 
cation of all pupils,, as well as its 
contribution to a specialist educa- 
tion ,for the musically gifted few. 

Such developments are to be 
warmly welcomed. My concern 
here is to pinpoint key. -weaknesses 
In our music education system, 
winch are not tackled by these 
recent reforms. 

Much of the niusia dear to young 
people— performers and listeners— 
is still e-irtar neglected, or even re- 
jected, in music teaching. This often 
reflects a failure to understand the 
musical basis of the Afro American • 
tradition, with its origins in black 
blues and jazz. ■ 

Key features of this now musical • 
language derive from the fact ' 
that it is conceived and mediated' 1 
“ ®n oral-aural fashion. Even 
though there is always scope for 
interpretation, classical music, •' by : 
contrast, is defined through a 1 
notated score. As a result, there 
are_ stnet limits outside which 
deviation from the, score Js not per- 
missible. Consequently our tradi- 
tional conception of music tends to

The Kodaly-mdned children In 
10 pilot schools have, at intervals 
been tested by counsellors trained 
in diagnostic and ckmlcal work. 
Many results cannot be qantified 
out may be observed ; the involve- 
ment of tbe children, their lack of 
stress, powers of concentration and 
good social' interaction. 

In the first research, conducted 
when the children had had about 
five terms of music training, their 
perceptual functioning was found 
to be superior to those outside the 
programme. The test? given in- 
™ed the Goode nough “ Dnaw-e- 
Man ' teat of body concept, tests 
involving the copying of geometric 
shapes in sequence and the recall 
of partly structured figures in 
sequence, end recoiling rhythmic 
*°u n 4 patterns and series of digits. 

Two years taler, die Kodaly- 
trained children. ■ compared with 
children front other schools where 
bhe re-ad mg programme was of a 
high standard, had fewer poor 
readers. 

In the sixth year of Kodaly train- 
ing. given 11 tests of paragraph 
comprehension, die children gained 
higher marks in fdl tho, tests and 
showed themselves to hove a. more 
Advanced vocabulary . and better 
mathematical reasoning when solv- 
ing problems. 

Children tested were taken from 
the Fuitl social end ability, range 
and -these factors were not found 
to have any . special relevance or 
significance. 

It is- moat important to stress 
that ' tbe emotional growth and 
physical control of .the. children ps 
well as fibefe- Intellectual ability 
was seen fio develop. MusicsUy, the 
ch-Hdren of «nne and 10 years of 
. age were able to equal the perfor-, 
mance of pupils five . and »x 
years their senior — following ' q 
special music course — in rhythmic 
memory, improvisation and ^gbt- 
singing.

Singing is an important activity 
foe very mdtty reasons- It. increases 
oxygen: intake, . prevents tension, 
aids hearing and assists the develop- 
ment of Ilstcniiirg.

Research shows that the chiles’ 
ability, fo learn pitched ' sounds is 
declining from birth, rapidly so in 
the case of boys.
